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PREFACE 

Although  many  handbooks  to  the  public  art  galleries  of  London 
have  been  published  during  the  last  few  years,  no  concise  guide 
has  yet  appeared  which  displays  at  a  glance  their  vast  but  scattered 
wealth.  It  is  impossible  for  the  art-lover  to  discover  the  where- 
abouts of  all  the  existing  examples  of  any  particular  school  or 
master  in  London  without  the  loss  of  much  time.  And  unless  he 
is  able  to  collate  a  score  of  catalogues  (some  out  of  print  and  many 
out  of  date)  the  task  is  almost  hopeless. 

This  volume  consists  of  three  parts  :  (I.)  Plans  of  the  galleries  with 
general  information.  (IL)  A  chronological  list  of  artists  arranged 
according  to  the  order  of  their  schools,  including  classified  lists  of 
all  the  pictures  representing  their  works  to  be  seen  within  the 
London  area.  The  brief  biographical  notes  are  in  no  sense  intended 
to  be  exhaustive,  but  will  be  found  useful  as  a  rapid  memory  aid. 
(III.)  A  complete  index  to  the  names  of  the  artists. 
The  visitor  or  student  who  wishes  to  examine  all  the  examples 
illustrative  of  a  particular  school  will  turn  to  that  School  in  Section 
II.,  and  will  there  find  every  picture  placed  as  far  as  possible  in 
chronological  order,  with  a  reference  to  its  gallery  and  the  room  in 
which  it  is  hung.  If  he  wishes  to  see  the  works  of  one  artist,  a 
reference  to  the  Index  will  give  the  page  in  the  Schools.  When 
possible  the  pictures  have  been  dated,  and  if  the  critics  have  differed 
with  regard  to  the  attributions  attention  is  drawn  to  their  suggested 
amendations. 

The  University  Galleries  at  Oxford  and  Cambridge  cannot  be  said 
to  form  part  of  the  metropolitan  area,  but  they  are  so  close  to 
London  in  every  way  that  to  omit  them  would  have  been  an  error. 
At  first  it  was  intended  that  oil-paintings  only  should  be  included, 
but,  as  this  rule  would  have  excluded  one  of  the  chief  glories  of 
the  British  School,  water-colour  drawings  have  been  added,  together 
with  a  few  chalk  and  pencil  drawings  (except  in  the  foreign  schools), 
miniatures,  early  mosaics,  and  several  pieces  of  tapestry.  Although 
these  items  are  not  exhaustively  catalogued,  I  believe  the  references 
include  almost  everything  of  value. 

In  conclusion,  I  only  hope  that  some  art-loving  and  public-spirited 
millionaire  will,  after  a  study  of  this  volume,  remove  some  of  the 
obvious  deficiencies  amongst  the  Art  Treasures  of  London.

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NATIONAL  GALLERY 

(Trafalgar  Square.     Stations,  Trafalgar  Square  and  Charing  Cross.) 
Admission  free.     (Thursdays  and  Fridays,  sixpence.) 
Hours  of  opening  :    lo  a.m.  except  on  Thursdays  and  Fridays,  when 
the  public  are  admitted  at  1 1  a.m. 

Hours  of  closing  :  January,  4  p.m.  ;  February,  March,  October, 
November  and  December,  at  dusk  ;  April  to  September  inclusive, 
at  6  P.M.  But  on  Thursdays  and  Fridays  the  gallery  is  closed  at 
4  P.M.  in  the  winter,  and  5  p.m.  in  the  summer. 
On  Sundays  from  April  to  October,  inclusive,  the  gallery  is  opened 
at  2  p.m.,  and  closed  at  $  or  6  p.m.  according  to  the  season. 
Closed  on  Christmas  Eve,  Christmas  Day,  and  Good  Friday. 
The  National  Gallery  is  comparatively  a  modern  institution,  having 
been  founded  in  1824  by  the  purchase  of  the  Angerstein  Collection 
for  ;^57,ooo.  The  eighty-eight  pictures,  which  included  Hogarth's 
"  Marriage  k  la  Mode,"  Titian's  "  Venus  and  Adonis  "  and  three 
Claudes,  were  soon  added  to.  Sir  George  Beaumont,  a  clever 
amateur  artist,  now  best  known  as  the  friend  of  John  Constable, 
presented  sixteen  pictures,  amongst  which  were  some  further 
Claudes.  In  183 1  the  Rev.  William  Holwell-Carr  left  thirty-five 
pictures,  and  in  1876  Mr.  Wynn  Ellis  ninety-four.  In  1847  the 
Robert  Vernon  gift  included  157  pictures,  and  in  1856,  under  the 
will  of  J.  M.  W.  Turner,  R.A.,  the  nation  received  105  of  his  works 
in  oil,  together  with  an  immense  number  of  water-colours  and 
sketches.  For  nearly  fifty  years  this  magnificent  gift  has  been 
awaiting  adequate  exhibition  according  to  the  terms  of  the  great 
painter's  will,  and  the  new  rooms  given  to  the  Tate  Gallery  by 
Mr.  J.  J.  Duveen  will  at  last  display  the  life-work  of  Turner  as  he 
himself  wished.  The  gallery  has  benefited  by  many  other  valuable 
gifts  both  of  pictures  and  money.  In  1891  Messrs.  Rothschild, 
Lord  Iveagh,  and  the  late  Mr.  Charles  Cotes  each  contributed 
;^  1 0,000  towards  the  purchase  of  the  three  Longford  Castle  pictures 
(No.  1 3 14,  Holbein's  "  Ambassadors  "  ;  No.  131 5,  "  Pulido  Pareja," 
by  Velazquez  ;  and  No.  13 16,  "  An  Italian  Nobleman,"  by  Moroni). 
;^ 5 5,000  was  paid  for  these  pictures,  the  remaining  ;^2 5,000  having 
been  contributed  by  the  State.  Other  notable  acquisitions  have 
been  No.  294,  "  The  Family  of  Darius,"  by  Veronese,  ;^i 3,650, 
which  Ruskin  said  was  the  most  precious  Veronese  in  the  world  ; 
No.  1 1 72,  "  Charles  I."  by  Van  Dyck,  ;^i7,500  ;  No.  1171,  the  Marl- 
borough Raphael  "  Madonna  degli  Ansidei,"  ;^70,ooo  ;  No.  2057, 
the  Rokeby  "  Venus  "  by  Velazquez,  ^£40,000  ;  and  No.  1944,  the 
Darnley  Titian,  "  Portrait  of  a  Poet,"  230,ooo. 
The  National  Gallery  is  now  one  of  the  best  galleries  in  Europe  for 
the  purposes  of  study,  Morelli,  the  famous  Italian  critic,  con- 
sidered it  to  be  the  most  complete  in  Europe  in  the  representation 
of  the  Italian  schools  of  painting,  and  consequently  the  most  instruc- 
tive to  the  student.  He  specially  approved  the  judgment  and  care 
with  which  the  pictures  had  been  selected,  and  also  their  arrange- 
ment and  classification.  Since  he  wrote,  the  gallery  has  been 
much  improved.  The  rooms  are  now  somewhat  overcrowded,  but 
when  the  new  wing  is  completed  this  evil  will  be  cured,  and, 
with  a  revised  catalogue,  there  will  be  little  opening  for  criticism. 
In  the  basement  will  be  found  the  original  water  colours  and  drawings 
prepared  for  the  reproductions  of  the  Arundel  Society. 


TATE  GALLERY 

(National  Gallery,  British  Art) 
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The  galleries  are  not  arranged  in  chronological  order,  but  the  earlier 
examples  are  to  be  found  in  Galleries  i  and  2.     The  Watts  Collection 
is  in  7,  and  the  Turner  pictures  in  11.     Sculpture  is  to  be  found  in  8, 
and  on  the  first  floor  (numbered  17  and  18  in  this  volume)  are  water- 
colours  and  other  works. 

(The  Tate  Gallery  is  about  ten  minutes'  walk  from  the  Houses  of 

Parliament.     Nearest    railway   station    Westminster;    or    Victoria 

and  then  take  a  South  London  tram  as  far  as  Grosvenor  Road, 

when  the  gallery  is  two  minutes'  walk.) 

Admission  free  except  on  Tuesdays  and  Wednesdays,  when  sixpence 

is  charged. 

Hours  of  opening  :    10  a.m.  except  on  Tuesdays  and  Wednesdays, 

when  the  public  are  admitted  at  1 1  a.m. 

Hours  of  closing  :    January,  4  p.m.  ;    February,  March,  October, 

November  and  December,  at  dusk  ;   April  to  September,  inclusive, 

at  6  P.M.     But  on  Tuesdays  and  Wednesdays  the  gallery  is  closed 

at  4  P.M.  in  the  winter  and  5  p.m.  in  the  summer. 

On  Sundays,  from  April  to  October  inclusive,  the  gallery  is  opened 

at  2  P.M.,  closing  at  6  p.m.  except  in  October,  when  it  is  closed 

at  dusk.     The  gallery  is  closed  on  Christmas  Eve,  Christmas  Day, 

and  Good  Friday. 

The  Tate  Gallery  at  Millbank,  a  branch  of  the  National  Gallery 

devoted  to  the  exhibition  of  pictures  of  the  British  School,  was 

given  to  the  nation  in  1897,  together  with  sixty-five  pictures,  by 

Sir  Henry  Tate  "  for  the  encouragement  and  development  of  British 


art,  and  as  a  thank-offering  for  a  prosperous  business  career  of  sixty 
years."  It  contains  the  pictures  and  pieces  of  sculpture  known  as 
the  Chantrey  Bequest,  twenty-three  pictures  presented  to  the 
nation  by  the  late  G.  F.  Watts,  a  part  of  the  Turner  bequest,  the 
Vernon  Collection,  and  many  other  pictures  acquired  by  private 
munificence.  New  galleries  will  shortly  be  erected,  the  gift  of 
Mr.  Duveen,  and  these  it  is  suggested  will  be  wholly  devoted  to  the 
Turner  pictures,  water  colours  and  sketches,  now  at  Trafalgar 
Square. 

NATIONAL  PORTRAIT  GALLERY 

(At  the  rear  of  the  National  Gallery) 

Admission  free  on  Mondays,  Tuesdays,  Wednesdays,  and  Saturdays 
from  ID  A.M.  to  4  p.m.  in  January,  February,  November  and  De- 
cember ;  to  5  P.M.  in  March  and  October  ;  to  6  p.m.  in  April,  May, 
June,  July,  August  and  September. 

On  Thursdays  and  Fridays  admission  is  sixpence  from  lo  a.m.  to 
4  p.m.  in  January,  February,  March,  October,  November  and 
December  ;  to  5  p.m.  in  April,  May,  June,  July,  August  and  Sep- 
tember. 

On  Sundays  the  gallery  is  opened  free,  April  to  October  inclusive, 
from  2.30  P.M.  to  5.30  P.M.,  unless  an  announcement  is  made  to  the 
contrary. 

The  National  Portrait  Gallery  was  founded  in  1856,  and  the  collec- 
tion, after  many  wanderings,  was  finally  housed  in  the  present 
building,  the  gift  of  Mr.  William  Henry  Alexander,  in  1895.  One 
of  the  rules  guiding  the  trustees  is  "to  look  to  the  celebrity  of  the 
person  represented  rather  than  to  the  merit  of  the  artist,"  but 
many  of  the  portraits  are  valuable  artistically  apart  from  their 
subjects.  Mr.  G.  F.  Watts  presented  a  collection  of  portraits 
painted  during  the  last  fifty  years,  which  will  be  found  on  the  First 
Floor. 

The  arrangement  is  as  follows  :  On  the  Top  Floor  the  portraits  are 
arranged  chronologically  as  far  as  possible,  beginning  m  Rooms  I. 
and  II.  at  the  north-west  angle  of  the  building,  and  ending  in 
Room  XI.  The  large  portraits  in  Room  XII.  are  not  arranged 
chronologically  on  account  of  their  size. 

The  collection  of  Royal  Portraits  from  George  I.  to  Victoria  will 
be  found  on  the  landmgs  numbered  as  Rooms  XIII.  and  XXIII. 
On  the  First  Floor  the  portraits  are  grouped  in  classes,  as  far  as 
they    allow — Artists,    the    Drama,    Statesmen,    Divines,    Eminent 
Women  having  separate  rooms. 

In  the  East  wing  on  the  Upper  Floor  will  be  found  portraits  of 
Literary  Celebrities,  the  Army  and  the  Navy,  and  Men  of  Science  ; 
and  on  the  Lower  Floor,  Works  of  Sculpture. 
On  the  Ground  Floor  a  room  is  allotted  to  portraits  of  judges. 
On  the  Upper  Basement  will  be  found  the  large  pictures  of  the 
House  of  Commons  and  the  House  of  Lords,  and  a  collection  of 
engraved  portraits  of  Serjeants-at-Law. 

Visitors  desiring  to  follow  the  historical  sequence  of  the  portraits 
should  ascend  at  once  to  the  Top  Floor. 
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WALLACE  COLLECTION 

(Hertford  House,  Manchester  Square.  Nearest  raUway  stations, 
Baker  Street  and  Bond  Street.  Omnibuses  pass  through  Oxford 
Street  and  Baker  Street  close  to  the  doors.) 

Admission  free,  except  on  Tuesdays  and  Fridays  when  sixpence  is 
charged.  Hours  of  opening  and  closing  :  Mondays,  12  noon  (Bank 
Holidays  at  10  a.m.)  ;  Tuesday  to  Saturday,  10  a.m.  During 
November,  December,  and  January  the  museum  is  closed  at  4  p.m.  ; 
in  February,  4.30  p.m.  ;  in  March  and  October  at  5  p.m.  ;  from 
April  to  September  at  6  p.m. 

On  Sundays  Hertford  House  is  opened  at  2  p.m.  from  April  to  October 
inclusive,  closing  in  April  and  October  at  5  p.m.  and  from  May  to 
September  at  6  p.m. 

Closed  on  Good  Friday,  Christmas  Eve,  and  Christmas  Day. 
The  wonderful  collection  at  Hertford  House  has  no  rival  in  the 
world  for  the  value  and  magnificence  of  the  works  of  art  enshrined 
therein.  It  includes  paintings,  water-colour  drawings,  miniatures, 
illuminations,  bronzes,  armour  and  arms,  furniture,  porcelain  and 
faience,  enamels,  snuff-boxes,  ivories,  medals,  glass,  &c.,  brought 
together  by  Francis,  third  Marquess  of  Hertford,  Richard,  the 
fourth  Marquess,  and  his  relation  and  heir.  Sir  Richard  Wallace, 
Bart.  Forty  years  ago  the  collection,  as  it  then  existed,  was 
housed  in  the  Rue  Lafitte,  and  afterwards  at  Bagatelle,  the  cele- 
brated residence  of  the  Marquess  and  Sir  Richard  Wallace,  near 
Longchamps.  The  terrible  events  of  the  1 870  war  and  the  Commune 
were  probably  the  reasons  which  induced  Sir  Richard  Wallace  to 
move  the  whole  of  his  treasures  from  Paris  to  London.  Whilst 
Hertford  House  was  being  prepared  for  their  reception  during  1872- 
1875,  they  were  exhibited  at  the  Bethnal  Green  Museum.  At  the 
death  of  his  only  son,  it  is  said  that  Sir  Richard  Wallace  suggested 
the  presentation  of  the  collection  to  the  nation,  but  the  Government 
received  his  overtures  in  such  a  captious  spirit  that  the  offer  was 
withdrawn.  At  his  death.  Lady  Wallace,  who  was  of  French 
extraction,  inherited  without  restriction,  but  at  her  death,  in  1897, 
it  was  found  that  she  had  bequeathed  to  the  nation  the  whole  of 
the  vast  collection,  together  with  the  beautiful  grand  staircase 
from  the  Bibliotheque  Nationale,  upon  the  conditions  that  no 
other  objects  of  art  should  be  added,  and  that  a  special  museum 
should  be  constructed  in  a  central  part  of  London.  The  freehold  of 
Hertford  House  was  purchased,  and  by  making  various  alterations 
necessary  for  its  conversion  from  a  private  dwelling-house  to  a  public 

fallery,  the  Government  accepted  the  gift  at  a  cost  of  some  ;^  100, 000. 
t  is  hardly  possible  within  the  limits  of  a  page  to  give  any  adequate 
description  of  the  Wallace  Collection.  The  history  of  the  pictures 
alone,  apart  from  the  exquisite  furniture  and  craftwork,  would 
need  volumes.  They  represent  the  accumulations  of  many  years, 
and  have  been  selected  with  superb  taste  from  the  most  celebrated 
collections  of  Europe.  The  French  School  is  exceedingly  well 
represented,  and  some  of  the  prices  at  which  the  examples  were 
acquired  are  interesting.  Watteau's  "  The  Return  from  the  Chase  " 
(from  the  Momy  Collection),  bought  for  ;^i24o  in  1865,  by  no  means 
represents  its  present  value.  For  a  "  Fete  Champetre  "  by  Pater, 
Lord  Hertford  is  said  to  have  paid  ;^4000  in  1869.     "  The  Swing  " 


(No.  430)  by  Fragonard,  also  from  the  Morny  sale,  cost  £1206, 
Greuze's  "  Votive  offering  to  Cupid,"  from  Cardinal  Fesch's  sale, 
sold  for  ;^i  35  5,  another  Greuze,  "Innocence"  (No.  384),  reached 
;^4000,  and  "  Fidehty "  (No.  398)  and  "  A  Bacchante,"  ^3560 
and  ;^2320  respectively.  Of  a  later  date,  Delacroix's  celebrated 
"  Execution  of  Marino  Faliero  "  (No.  282)  was  bought  for  ;£4000. 
,The  Italian,  Dutch,  and  Spanish  Schools  are  also  represented  by 
wonderful  canvases,  and  in  the  British  School  there  is  hardly  an 
example  which  is  not  a  masterpiece.  The  prices  originally  paid 
for  them  bear  little  proportion  to  their  value  at  the  present  moment, 
Bonington's  "Henri  IV.  and  the  Spanish  Ambassador"  (No.  351) 
was  bought  in  1870  for  ;^3320.  Reynold's  "Mrs.  Hoare  and  her 
Son  "  was  added  in  1850  at  a  cost  of  £2677,  and  the  "  Strawberry 
Girl  "  six  years  later  for  ;^2205.  What  they  are  worth  to-day  it  is 
difficult  to  tell.  "  Mrs.  Braddyll  "  was  acquired  in  1854  for  ;^225. 
If  it  appeared  in  the  sale-room  now  bidding  would  easily  run  up  to 
;^i  5.000. 

SOUTH  KENSINGTON  MUSEUM 

(Victoria  and  Albert  Museum) 

(Nearest  stations,  South  Kensington  and  Brompton  Road.) 
Admission  free  on  Mondays,  Thursdays  and  Saturdays.  Admission 
by  ticket  on  Tuesdays,  Wednesdays  and  Fridays. 
Hour  of  opening  :  10  a.m.  Hours  of  closing  :  Monday,  Thursday 
and  Saturday,  10  p.m.  On  Tuesday,  Wednesday,  and  Friday  the 
museum  is  closed  at  4  p.m.  in  January,  November  and  December, 
at  5  p.m.  in  February  and  October,  and  at  6  p.m.  from  March  to 
September  inclusive. 

On  Sunday  the  museum  is  open  free  at  2  p.m.,  closing  at  4  p.m.  in 
January,  November  and  December,  5  p.m.  in  February  and  October, 
6  P.M.  in  March,  April  and  September,  and  7  p.m.  in  May,  June, 
July,  and  August. 

Tickets  of  admission  :  weekly,  6d.  ;  monthly,  is.  6d.  ;  quarterly, 
3s.  ;  yearly,  los.  Free  tickets  granted  under  regulations  which 
may  be  obtained  on  application. 

The  Victoria  and  Albert  Museum,  popularly  called  the  South 
Kensington  Museum,  was  founded  in  1855  at  the  suggestion  of  the 
Prince  Consort,  and  the  site  forms  part  of  lands  which  had  been 
purchased  out  of  the  surplus  profits  of  the  Great  Exhibition  of 
1 85 1.  Its  first  director  was  Sir  Henry  Cole,  who,  with  much  energy 
and  resource,  moulded  the  establishment  to  the  form  it  takes 
to-day.  For  many  years  the  unfinished  state  of  the  buildings  was 
a  disgrace  to  the  metropolis,  but  the  large  block  now  approaching 
completion  will  rank  South  Kensington  as  one  of  the  finest  museums 
of  its  kind  in  Europe. 

The  first  aim  of  the  collection  is  the  encouragement  of  craftwork 
and  the  art  of  design.  The  Architectural  Court  contains  a  great 
number  of  plaster  and  electrotype  reproductions,  and  the  North 
Italian  Court  is  devoted  to  various  classes  of  Italian  decorative 
work.  In  the  other  courts  and  galleries  are  exhaustive  exhibits  of 
furniture,  tapestry,  porcelain  and  glass,  metal-work  of  every  descrip- 
tion, enamels,  lace  and  embroidery,  ivories,  &c.  &c.  In  the  galleries 
on  the  first  floor  are  the  Art  Library,  the  lonides  Collection  (etchings

and  pictures  by  Rossetti,  Watts,  Burne- Jones,  and  many  masters 
of  the  foreign  schools),  the  Dyce  and  Forster  Collections  (pictures 
and  miniatures),  a  most  representative  Collection  of  the  English 
water-colour  school,  the  Raphael  Cartoons,  the  Sheepshanks,  Ashbee 
and  other  collections  (chiefly  English  pictures  of  the  mid- Victorian 
age),  the  Constable  Bequest,  and  the  Jones  Collection  of  French 
furniture  and  pictures. 

Allied  to  the  South  Kensington  Museum  is  the  Bethnal  Green 
Museum  in  the  east  of  London.  It  contains  pictures,  furniture, 
and  other  miscellaneous  objects  of  little  interest  to  the  connoisseur, 
and  is  not  included  in  the  scheme  of  this  volume. 


KENSINGTON  PALACE 

(Kensington  Gardens.  Nearest  railway  station,  High  Street, 
Kensington.) 

Open  every  week-day  (except  Wednesday)  from.  lo  a.m.  until  6  p.m. 
from  April  to  September  inclusive.  In  the  winter  months  th* 
palace  is  closed  at  4  p.m. 

On  Sundays  the  palace  is  opened  at  2  p.m.  It  is  closed  on  Wednes- 
days, Christmas  Day,  and  Good  Friday. 

Artistically  the  pictures  at  Kensington  Palace  are  of  no  excessive 
value,  being  chiefly  portraits — not  always  of  the  highest  quality — 
by  and  after  Kneller,  Wissing,  Richardson,  Hudson,  and  contem- 
poraries. 

CHAPEL  OF  THE  ASCENSION 

(Bays water  Road,  near  to  the  Marble  Arch) 
Open  every  day  except  Sundays  from  10  to  i  in  the  morning,  and 
from  2  to  4  during  the  winter  months,  closing  at  5  in  the  summer 
months. 

This  little  chapel,  in  the  midst  of  a  large,  disused  burying-ground, 
contains  a  number  of  mural  paintings  and  decorations  by  Mr. 
Frederic  J.  Shields. 

GUILDHALL 

(Nearest  stations,  Moorgate  Street  or  Bank) 
The  Art  Gallery  of  the  Corporation  of  London  was  established  in 
1886,  and  containsa  mixed  collection  of  ancient  and  modern  pictures 
of  varying  value. "  In  1893  the  late  Sir  John  Gilbert  gave  nearly 
fifty  works  to  the  gallery,  and  in  1899  a  further  fifty-three  were 
bequeathed  by  his  brother.  In  1902  the  Gassiot  bequest  added  one 
hundred  pictures,  and  some  good  modern  examples  have  been 
bought  by  the  Corporation.  It  cannot  be  said  that  this  gallery  in 
any  way  rivals  the  great  municipal  collections  in  the  provinces. 
For  many  years  past  the  gallery  has  been  devoted  in  the  summer 
months  to  loan  exhibitions,  illustrating  particular  Schools,  and 
the  activity  of  the  director,  Mr.  A.  G.  Temple,  F.S.A.,  has  brought 
together  collections  of  a  remarkable  nature  which  will  not  easily 
be  surpassed. 

ROYAL  ACADEMY    DIPLOMA  GALLERY 

(Burlington  House,  Piccadilly.  Nearest  station,  Piccadilly  Circus.) 
Open  free  every  day  from  10  a.m.  to  4  p.m. 

Every  Academician  has  to  present  to  the  Academy  an  approved 
specimen  of  his  work  upon  his  election  and  before  his  diploma  is 
submitted  to  the  King  for  signature.  These  pictures  are  now  exhibited 
in  the  three  Diploma  Galleries,  which  also  contain  a  few  other 
exhibits  of  value,  including  a  large  copy;  by  Marco  d'Oggionno  of 
Leonardo's  "  Last  Supper  "  and  an  unfinished  bas  relief  by  Michael 
Angelo.  In  the  same  room  are  Sir  Joshua  Reynold's  easel  and 
studio-chair.  An  adjoining  gallery  contains  the  statuary  models 
bequeathed  by  John  Gibson,  R.A. 

LEIGHTON  HOUSE 
(Holland  Park  Road.     Nearest  railway  station,  High  Street,  Ken- 
sington, and  to  the  house  by  omnibus  to  Hammersmith.) 
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Open  to  the  public  every  week-day  from  1 1  a.m.  to  sunset.  Admission 
one  shilling.     Free  on  Saturday. 

Upon  the  death  of  Lord  Leighton,  P.R.A.,  in  1896  his  wonderful 
home  passed  into  the  guardianship  of  a  committee,  and  it  has 
become  a  centre  for  the  study  of  art  in  Kensington,  whilst  the 
studio  is  used  for  chamber  concerts.  Over  one  thousand  sketches 
by  the  President  have  been  acquired,  together  with  a  few  finished 
paintings,  and  many  photographic  and  other  reproductions  of  his 
works.  The  chief  attraction,  however,  is  the  wonderful  Arab  Hall. 
"  The  entrance  to  the  house  is  by  a  plain  hall  that  leads  to  a  '  patio  ' 
lit  from  the  sky,  where  enamels  shine  brilliantly  in  the  full  light  ; 
from  this  '  patio  '  one  passes  into  a  twilight  corridor,  where  enamel 
and  gold  detach  themselves  from  an  architectural  ground  of  richness 
somewhat  severe.  It  is  a  transition  which  prepares  the  eye  for  a 
jewel  of  Oriental  art,  where  the  most  brilliant  productions  of  the 
Persian  potter  are  set  in  an  architectural  frame  inspired  by  Arab 
art  but  treated  freely  ;  the  harmony  is  so  perfect  that  one  asks 
oneself  if  the  architecture  has  been  conceived  for  the  enamels  or 
the  enamels  for  the  hall.  .  .  .  (It)  is  perhaps  unique  in  contem- 
porary architecture  "  (Choisy).  Sir  Purdon  Clarke  called  this  hall, 
with  its  exquisite  Saracenic  tiles  collected  in  Rhodes,  Cairo,  and 
Damascus,  "  the  most  beautiful  structure  which  has  been  raised 
since  the  sixteenth  century." 

THE  HOUSES  OF  PARLIAMENT 

(Open  every  Saturday,  if  the  Houses  are  not  sitting  on  that  day, 
between  10  a.m.  and  4  p.m.  ;  also  on  Easter  Monday  and  Tuesday, 
and  on  Whit  Monday  and  Tuesday.) 

The  Houses  of  Parliament,  designed  by  Sir  Charles  Barry,  were 
commenced  in  1840  and  finished  in  1852.  The  decorations  of  the 
interior  have  not  yet  been  completed.  In  the  King's  Robing  Room 
the  frescoes  are  by  W.  Dyce,  R.A.,  and  represent  subjects  taken 
from  the  history  of  King  Arthur.  In  the  Royal  Gallery  are  the 
two  fresco-paintings  by  Daniel  Maclise,  R.A, — "  The  Death  of 
Nelson  "  and  "  The  Meeting  of  Wellington  and  Blucher  after  the 
Battle  of  Waterloo."  In  the  Peers'  Robing  Room  are  frescoes  by 
J.  R.  Herbert,  R.A.,  and  the  paintings  in  the  Peers'  Corridor  are 
by  C.  W.  Cope,  R.A.  The  Central  Hall  has  one  panel,  "  St.  George," 
by  Sir  E.  J.  Poynter,  P.R.A,  "  To  Augustus  Pugin  is  mainly  due 
the  very  remarkable  excellence  of  all  the  details  in  this  great  build- 
ing, executed,  it  must  be  remembered,  at  a  time  when  hitherto  all 
examples  of  the  revived  Gothic  were  of  the  most  ignorant  and 
tasteless  description." 

SOANE  MUSEUM 

(Lincoln's  Inn  Fields,  W.C.  Nearest  stations,  Chancery  Lane  or 
Holbom.) 

Open  to  general  visitors  on  Tuesda)^,  Wednesdays,  Thursdays  and 
Fridays  in  March,  April,  May,  June,  July  and  August  (public 
holidays  excepted).  Hours  of  attendance,  1 1  a.m.  to  5  p.m. 
Sir  John  Soane,  R.A.,  a  prominent  architect  who  died  in  1837, 
obtained  an  Act  of  Parliament  in  1833  which  preserved  his  museum, 
library  and  works  of  art  for  the  future  benefit  of   the  public,  and 
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"  amateurs  and  students  in  painting,  sculpture,  and  architecture." 
The  house,  which  remains  as  Sir  John  Soane  left  it,  is  little  known, 
but  of  considerable  interest.  The  collection  is  miscellaneous  but 
valuable.  The  pictures  include  Hogarth's  "  Rake's  Progress" 
and  the  "  Election  "  series,  a  fine  Turner,  a  view  of  Venice  by 
Canaletto,  and  "  Les  Noces,"  by  Watteau. 

HAMPTON  COURT  PALACE 

(Fifteen   miles   south-west   of   London.     Nearest    railway   station, 
Hampton  Court  from  Waterloo.     Trams  from  Hammersmith.) 
Admission  free  every  week-day,  except  Friday,  from  lo  a.m.  until 
6  P.M.  from  April  to  September  inclusive,  and  until  4  p.m.  during 
the  winter  months. 

On  Fridays  the  state  apartments  are  closed. 

On  Sundays  the  galleries  are  opened  at  2  p.m.     The  gardens  are 
open  every  day  from  early  morning  until  dusk. 
Hampton  Court  is  still  a  royal  palace,  although  no  reigning  sove- 
reign has  inhabited  it  for  a  century  and  a  half.     It  remains  the 
most   beautiful   example  of  Tudor  architecture  in   England,   and 
must  not  be  neglected  by  any  student  of  the  fine  arts  who  arrives 
in  London.     The  history  of  the  palace,  which  for  nearly  two  hundred 
and  fifty  years  was  the  scene  of  many  notable  events  in  English 
history,  has  been  told  at  length  by  Mr.  Ernest  Law,  and  to  his 
admirable  guides  the  visitor  must  be  referred.     The  buildings  were 
commenced  by  Cardinal  Wolsey  in  1515,  and  in  1526  handed  by 
him  as  a  gift  to  his  master,  Henry  VHI.^  who  continued  the  works, 
erecting  the  Great  Hall  in  1 530-35.     It  is  probable  that  Shakespeare 
took  part  in  the  dramatic  performances  held  in  this  magnificent 
chamber  during  the  reign  of  James  I.     The  palace  was  inhabited 
by  Henry  VIII.,  Edward  VI.  (his  birthplace).  Queen  Mary,  Queen 
Elizabeth,   James   I.,   Charles   I.,   and  Cromwell.     The  succeeding 
Stuart  sovereigns  also  held  court  here,  and  much  building  was  carried 
on  by  Wren  for  William  III.,  who  endeavoured  to  make  it  an  English 
Versailles.     George  III.  was  the  first  monarch  who  refused  to  live 
in  the  palace,  always  remembering  that  in  it  he  had  been  punished 
by  his  grandfather,  George  II.,  an  indignity  he  never  forgave. 
The  collection  of  pictures  brought  together  in  the  old  State  Apart- 
ments,   although  overcrowded   and   difficult   to   examine,    include 
many  valuable  canvases.     Some  come  from  the  collections  made 
by  the  Tudor  sovereigns — the  Holbeins,  for  instance.     The  finest 
pictures  were  recovered  from  the  celebrated  collection  made  by 
Charles  I.  and  unhappily  dispersed  by  the  Commonwealth  autho- 
rities.    Amongst  them  are  paintings  by  Mabuse,  Durer,  the  great 
"  Triumph  of  Julius  Caesar  "  by  Mantegna,  Giorgione  (said  to  be 
the  only  real  Giorgione  in  England),  Titian,  Rembrandt,  Van  Dyck, 
and  many  other  masters  of  the  foreign  and  British  schools.     Two 
interesting  series  of  portraits  are  the  "  Hampton  Court  Beauties  " 
by  Sir  Godfrey  Kneller,  now  displaved  in  William  III.'s  Presence 
Chamber,  and  the  more  successful  "  Windsor  Beauties,"  by  Peter 
Lely   in  William  III.'s  State  Bedroom,  which  represent  the    fair 
ladies  of  King  Charles  II. 's  easy-living  court  "  trailing  fringes  and 
embroidery  through  meadows  and  purling  streams."

DULWICH  COLLEGE 

(Gallery  Road,  Dulwich  Village,  S.E.  Nearest  &tation,  West 
Dulwich  from  Victoria.) 

The  gallery  is  opened  every  week-day  at  lo  a.m.  From  October  15 
to  March  31  it  closes  at  4  p.m.  In  April,  September,  and  the  first 
half  of  October  it  closes  at  5  p.m.  From  May  to  August  inclusive 
it  closes  at  6  p.m.  It  is  open  on  Sundays  from  May  to  September 
from  2  P.M.  to  6  p.m. 

The  pictures  at  Dulwich  Gallery  come  from  three  sources  :  first, 
a  few  which  were  bequeathed  to  the  College  of  God's  Gift  by  its 
founder,  Edward  Alleyn,  the  actor  and  friend  of  Shakespeare,  Ben 
Jonson,  Michael  Drayton,  and  their  contemporaries.  In  1688 
came  the  William  Cartwright  bequest  of  seventy-six  pictures,  and 
in  181 1  Sir  Peter  Francis  Bourgeois  bequeathed  371  pictures,  for- 
merly the  property  of  Desenfans,  a  well-known  picture  dealer. 
In  a  mausoleum  attached  to  the  gallery  rest  the  bodies  of  Desenfans, 
his  wife,  and  Bourgeois.  Although  the  pictures  at  Dulwich  are 
overcrowded  and  not  always  of  the  highest  quality,  there  remain 
many  masterpieces  which  claim  a  visit.  The  Dutch  School  is 
admirably  represented,  there  being  six  examples  by  Nicholas 
Berchem,  five  by  J.  and  A.  Both,  sixteen  by  A.  Cuyp,  six  by  the 
Ruysdaels,  fifteen  by  the  elder  Teniers,  seven  by  the  younger,  and 
ten  by  Philip  Wouwerman.  The  other  great  schools  are  also  well 
represented  (there  being  a  remarkable  Velazquez  and  ten  Murillos), 
whilst  the  two  Watteaus  are  amongst  the  finest  that  master  ever 
executed.  In  a  neighbourhood  which  has  retained  much  of  its 
rural  beauty,  surrounded  by  green  lawns  and  foliage,  and  in  summer 
by  flowers  and  birds,  Dulwich  Gallery  has  little  resemblance  to  the 
metropolitan  art  galleries,

INTRODUCTION 

ART^may  be  defined  as  an  expression  of  man's  joy  in  the  world 
which  surrounds  him.  A  strange  delight  in  the  beauty  of  move- 
ment, form,  and  colour,  has  resulted  in  the  evolution  of  the  artist 
to  give  permanence  to  these  graces.  In  the  earliest  ages  this 
desire  became  an  instinct  more  or  less  strongly  developed,  and 
the  history  of  the  world  has  been  handed  down  to  us  chiefly  through 
the  masterpieces  of  bygone  generations. 

In  commencing  a  survey  of  the  art  treasures  so  lavishly  displayed 
in  the  public  museums  of  London,  the  chief  embarrassment  is  the 
enormous  mass  of  material.  This  volume,  therefore,  acts  as  a 
guide  to  the  whereabouts  of  those  works  only  which  can  be  said 
to  illustrate  the  history  of  painting  from  the  times  of  Cimabue 
and  Giotto  to  the  present  day,  and  an  endeavour  has  been  made 
to  connect  each  master  with  his  pupils,  and  to  show  the  continuity 
of  the  various  schools. 

It  would  have  been  pleasant  to  start  at  the  very  beginning  when 
art  first  became  one  of  the  occupations  of  man.  In  the  Pre- 
historic Rooms  of  the  British  Museum  (ascend  the  circular  iron 
staircase,  and  walk  round  the  balcony  to  cases  115,  119,  and  123) 
are  the  most  strangely  fascinating  art  relics  in  the  world.  These 
carvings,  or  rather  etchings,  on  pieces  of  bone,  taken  from  the 
caves  of  the  Dordogne,  depict  in  a  marvellously  vivid  manner 
the  combat  of  reindeer,  together  with  rude  drawings  of  the  aurochs 
and  the  ibex.  Executed  towards  the  close  of  the  Palaeolithic  or 
Early  Stone  Age,  they  represent  an  antiquity  almost  impossible 
to  calculate,  and  upon  them  are  based  many  extraordinary  but 
not  improbable  propositions.  It  is  suggested  that  from  these 
cave  dwellers  the  French  race  inherited  its  keen  artistic  sympathies, 
and  that  the  classical  type  of  satyr  is  a  reminiscence  of  the  trog- 
lodytes who  carved  these  ivories  some  thirty  thousand  years  ago. 
But  art  which  is  also  archaeology — although  often  wonderful  and 
exquisite — is  outside  our  scope,  and  we  must  exclude  everything 
which  does  not  come  within  the  limits  of  paint.  The  only  excep- 
tions are  the  following  mosaics  and  frescoes,  which,  belonging  to 
Early  Cliristian  art,  legitimately  lead  to  the  study  of  the  Byzantine 
and  Early  Florentine  periods.

Fra  Giovanni  da  Fiesole,  known  as  ERA  ANGELICO  (i 387-1455),  a 
Dominican  monk,  "  by  purity  of  life,  habitual  elevation  of  thought, 
and  natural  sweetness  of  disposition,  was  enabled  to  express  the 
sacred  affections  upon  the  human  countenance  as  no  one  ever  did 
before  or  since.

In  the  fifteenth  century  Florence  reached  its  glory.     "  The  pre- 
dominating naturalism  of  the  Florentines  branched  out  in  two 
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opposite  directions  :  action,  movement,  the  expression  of  intense 
and  strong  passions  became  the  inheritance  of  the  school  of  Fra 
Filippo  ;  realistic  probability,  and  correctness  in  hitting  off  the 
characteristics  of  individual  things  were  the  aim  of  a  school  which 
began,  I  believe,  with  Cosimo  Rosselli,  although  it  shot  ahead  of 
even  his  latest  achievements.

Mr.  Berenson,  in  his  most  valuable  little  volume  on  the  "  Central 
Italian  Painters  of  the  Renaissance,"  writes  an  eloquent  study 
of  these  early  works.  "Was  it  Etrurian  genius  reviving?" 
he  asks.  "  Was  it  wafted  over  seas  from  Byzantium,  or  did  it 
come  from  over  the  mountains,  from  the  smiling  fields  of  France  ? 
Let  historians  find  answers  to  these  fascinating  questions.  For 
our  interest  lies  not  in  the  origin,  but  in  the  enjoyment  of  the  work 
of  art,  and  for  enjoyment  it  is  enough  to  know  that  painting  as 
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an  art  was  flowering  toward  the  end  of  the  thirteenth  century 
within  the  walls  of  '  soft  Siena,'  then,  as  always,  sorceress  and 
queen  among  Italian  cities."  The  founder  of  this  school  was 
DUCCIO  DI  BUONINSEGNA  (?  1260-?  1339),  who  was  much  in- 
fluenced by  Byzantine  style.  His  characteristics,  and  of  his  school

THE  UMBRIAN  SCHOOL 

*'  The  Umbrian  School  may  be  divided  into  two  branches, — that 
which  was  established  at  Gubbio,  Fabriano,  San  Severino,  and  the 
neighbouring  towns,  and  that  which  flourished  in  Perugia,  Urbino, 
and  the  surrounding  country  "  :  Kugler.  The  latter  took  its  rise 
from  Sienese  examples.  Guido  Palmerucci  (i  280-1 345),  of  Gubbio, 
is  claimed  as  the  founder  of  the  Umbrian  School.  His  pupil  Martino 
Nelli  had  a  son  of  greater  merit,  Ottaviano  di  Martino  Nelli,  with 
whom  Gentile  da  Fabriano  is  said  to  have  worked.

VENETIAN  SCHOOL 

"  Italian  painting  interests  many  of  us  more  than  the  painting  of 
any  other  school  not  because  of  its  essential  superiority,  but  because 
it  expressed  the  Renaissance  ;  and  Venetian  painting  is  interesting 
above  all  because  it  was  at  Venice  alone  that  this  expression  attained 
perfection  "  :    B.  Berenson. 

Owing  to  its  trading  relations  with  the  East  the  early  art  of  Venice 
was  almost  wholly  Byzantine  in  character,  and  this  is  notice- 
able in  the  works  of  the  SCHOOL  OF  MURANO  which  had  re- 
ceived some  inspiration  from  the  School  of  Siena.  The  family 
of  the  Vivarini  of  Murano  flourished  during  the  latter  half  of  the 
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fifteenth  century,  and  were  in  rivalry  with  their  contemporaries,  the 
Bellini  family  at  Venice.

GERMAN  SCHOOL 

"  While  Art  in  the  Netherlands  was  carried,  by  means  of  the  brothers 
Van  Eyck,  to  a  high  development  of  realism,  the  Germans  in  all 
essentials  continued  to  adhere  to  the  style  of  a  former  period,  only 
admitting  the  influence  of  their  neighbours  as  far  as  it  served  to 
impart  greater  perfection  to  their  own  modes  of  expression."  This 
earlier  period  attains  its  highest  form  towards  the  end  of  the  four- 
teenth and  beginning  of  the  fifteenth  centuries,  and  the  SCHOOL 
OF  COLOGNE  (which  flourished  until  about  1550)  expresses  in  a 
rare  degree  "  that  spiritual  calm,  peaceful  bliss,  and  untroubled 
moral  purity  which  religion  alone  engenders "  :  Von  Waagen. 
The  names  of  these  early  artists  are  mostly  traditional,  but  in  the 
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Bimburg  Chronicle,  1380,  a  passage  runs:  "  In  this  time  there  was 
a  painter  in  Cologne  of  the  name  of  Wilhehn  ;  he  was  considered 
the  best  master  in  all  German  Land  ;  he  paints  every  man,  of  whatever 
form,  as  if  he  were  alive."  WILLIAM  OF  COLOGNE,  sometimes 
called  William  of  Herle  (fi.

1528)  of  Nuremberg,  an  outstanding  name  in  German  art.  At  first 
the  pupil  of  Martin  Schongauer,  he  passed  into  the  workshop  of 
Michael  Wohlgemuth.

Under 
the  Dukes  of  Burgundy  Flanders  became  one  of  the  richest  and 
busiest  nations  in  northern  Europe,  with  Bruges  as  a  centre  for 
commercial  activity  and  private  magnificence.  As  the  art  of  the 
School  of  Cologne  declined  the  early  Flemish  painters  decorated 
the  churches  and  houses  of  Bruges  and  Ghent  with  pictures  in 
which  an  austere  and  mystical  spirit  of  devotion  was  mingled  with 
a  love  for  the  expression  of  pomp  and  colour. 

The  brothers  Van  Eyck  have,  since  the  time  of  Vasari,  received  the 
credit  of  the  discovery  of  an  oil  medium  for  painting.  The  elder, 
HUBERT  VAN  EYCK  (?  about  1 365-1426),  was  born  at  Maaseych 
on  the  Maas,  and  probably  studied  in  Cologne.  He  travelled  before 
he  settled  in  Ghent,  acquiring  its  freedom  about  1425,  and  in  that 
town  he  died  in  1426.

The  building  of  the 
Escurial  attracted  painters  from  all  parts  of  Italy,  and  they  exer- 
cised a  strong  influence  upon  the  native-born  artists. 
Luca  CAMBIASO  (i 527-1 585)  was  a  Genoese  who  studied  under 
Pordenone.  Belonging  to  the  School  of  Genoa,  he  left  his  birth- 
place at  the  invitation  of  Philip  II.,  and  remained  in  Spain  until 
his  death.

{calido)  manner  the  drawing  is  still  well  defined,  but  the  outlines 
are  softer,  the  figures  rounder,  the  colouring  warmer  and  more 
transparent.  In  his  third  style,  the  vaporoso  or  "  vapoury,"  the 
outlines  become  lost  and  the  colour  is  still  more  mellow.  Viardot 
suggests  that  he  kept  the  frio  for  scenes  of  low  life,  the  calido  for 
ecstasies  of  saints,  and  the  vaporoso  for  Annunciations  and  Con- 
ceptions, and  the  Child  Jesus.

FRENCH  SCHOOL 

Ten  years  ago  French  art  was  hardly  to  be  seen  in  the  London 
galleries,  but,  with  the  magnificent  gift  to  the  nation  of  Hertford 
House,  the  masters  of  the  eighteenth  and  nineteenth  centuries  can 
now  be  almost  better  studied  in  Manchester  Square  than  in  Paris. 
The  earlier  work  of  the  school,  however,  is  but  sparsely  represented 
and  it  is  difficult  to  trace  the  progress  of  the  Renaissance  in  France. 
Miss  Kingsley,  in  her  "  History  of  French  Art,"  writes  :  "  It  is 
towards  the  end  of  Louis  XL's  reign,  about  1475,  that  we  arrive 
at  the  psychologic  moment  when  the  ground  has  been  sufficiently 
prepared,  and  the  Court  of  France  is  ready  to  acknowledge  Italy 
as  arbiter  of  taste.  This  is  the  actual  beginning  of  the  period 
commonly  known  as  the  Renaissance  of  Art  in  France — of  that 
great  wave  of  Italian  taste  and  influence  which  swept  over  the 
country,  there  to  be  arrested  and  transmuted  by  French  genius  ; 
sweetening  and  modifying  the  harshness  and  ruggedness  of  Franco- 
Flemish  art,  without  in  any  degree  destroying  the  national  character, 
the  true  French  ideal,  which  welcomed  the  invading  influence  then, 
as  it  has  so  often  done  before  and  since,  and  bent  it  to  its  own  uses." 
Jean  FOUQUET  (141 5-  before  148 1),  of  Tours,  travelled  in  Italy,  and 
although  chiefly  celebrated  as  miniaturist  to  the  courts  of  Charles 
VII.,  Louis  XL,  and  Charles  VIII. ,  also  painted  in  oil,  of  which 
two  examples  are  preserved  in  the  Louvre.  He  is  unrepresented 
in  London,  unless  the  following  MSS  are  accepted  ;  they  are 
usually  attributed  to  his  pupils.

During  the  early  years  of  the  sixteenth  century  several  Italian 
artists  visited  France,  notably  Leonardo  da  Vinci,  Andrea  Solario, 
and  Andrea  del  Sarto.  The  decoration  of  Fontainebleau  by  Francis 
I.  attracted  a  second  invasion,  the  movement  being  known  as  the 
School  of  Fontainebleau.  The  rival  heads  of  the  school  were 
Rosso  and  Primaticcio,  and  their  followers  included  Luca  Penni, 
Niccolo  del'  Abbate,  Caccianemici,  Antonio  da  Fantuzzi,  Barto- 
lomeo  da  Miniato,  and  Bagnacavallo.  Amongst  the  French  members 
of  the  school  were  Claude  Badoyn,  Carmoy,  Dorigny,  Gerard, 
Musnier,  Leroy,  Samson,  and  Rochetel.  The  florid,  violent,  mediocre 
manner  of  these  artists  ended  in  a  rapid  decadence,  "  From  the 
beginning  of  the  seventeenth  century,  religious  painting  and  sculp- 
ture are  in  a  condition  of  decadence.  Learning — intellectual  effort 
— has  replaced  simple  faith.  And  from  this  moment  we  get  pictures 
for  churches,  instead  of  religious  painting"  :  (Kingsley.)  Ajnbroise 
Dubois  (i 543-161 5),  of  Antwerp  and  Fontainebleau,  and  Martin 
Freminet  (i  567-1619),  of  Paris,  were  popular  decorators  in  the 
Italian  style,  but  Pourbus,  the  younger  {see  "Flemish  School"), 
was  largely  employed  by  Henri  IV.  and  his  court,  and  his  Flemish 
manner  was  a  counter-attraction  to  the  prevailing  Italian  ideals. 
Simon  Vouet  (i  590-1649)  was  not  only  at  the  head  of  the  French 
School  during  the  reign  of  Louis  XIII..  but  he  also  had  a  legion  of 
pupils,  amongst  them  being  Mignard,  Le  Brun,  Le  Sueur,  and  also 
the  great  garden-planner  Lenotre.  He  travelled  to  Turkey,  studied 
in  Venice,  where  he  copied  Titian  and  Veronese,  and  then  went  to 
Rome,  where  he  was  influenced  by  Guido  and  Caravaggio.  He  is 
unrepresented  in  the  public  galleries.  Contemporary  artists  were 
FRAN901S  Perrier  (1590 — about  1650),  Claude  Vignon  (1594- 
1670),  Jacques  Blanchard  (1600-1638),  and  Laurent  de  la 
Hyre  (1606-1656). 

The  brothers  LE  NAIN — Antoine,  Louis,  and  Matthieu  (born  early 
in  the  seventeenth  century,  d.  1648,  1648,  1667) — came  from  Laon. 
They  were  taught  at  Laon  by  an  unknown  master,  possibly  of 
Flemish  origin,  then  settled  in  Paris  and  were  admitted  into  the 
Academy  in  1648.  It  has  been  well  remarked  that  they  foreshadow 
the  work  of  Millet.  "  The  serious  and  sad  expression  of  the  figures 
they  introduce  even  in  rustic  scenes  of  the  cabaret  or  guard-room, 
the  type  of  heads,  a  greyish-green  tone,  vivid  and  numerous  whites, 
thrown  up  by  draperies  generally  of  a  light,  clear  red — in  fine,  a 
sort  of  reflection  of  the  Spanish  School ; — these  are  the  characteristic

Nicholas  POUSSIN  (1594-1665),  born  at  Les  Andelys,  Normandy. 
Studied  in  Paris  at  first  under  EUe,  a  Flemish  artist ;  went  to  Rome 
in  1624,  where  he  worked  close  to  Claude  Lorraine  and  Salvator 
Rosa.  Returned  to  Paris  in  1640  and  appointed  first  painter  to 
the  King,  but  the  intrigues  of  Vouet  and  others  drove  him  back  to 
Rome,  where  he  died  twenty- three  years  later.  "  Upon  the  antique 
remains  of  sculpture  and  painting  (Roman  indeed,  not  Greek)  he 
built  a  style — severe,  classic,  and  deliberate,  though  not  unwarmed 
by  imagination.  In  nature,  the  grand  lines  of  the  Latin  landscape 
inspired  him,  and  its  whole  character  harmonised  in  his  mind  with 
his  classic  studies.  .  .  .

CLAUDE  LORRAINE,  or  Gellee  (i 600-1 682),  was  born  near  Mire- 
court  on  the  Moselle,  and  worked  at  first  as  a  pupil  to  his  brother, 
a  wood  engraver.

Jean  Honore  FRAGONARD  (i 732-1 806),  born  at  Grasse,  came  to 
Paris  eighteen  years  later,  and  was  apprenticed  to  the  law.  His 
drawings  were  seen  by  Boucher  and  Chardin,  who  were  not  im- 
pressed. At  the  end  of  six  months  he  had  made  such  progress  that 
Boucher  received  him  as  a  pupil,  and  he  gained  the  Prix  de  Rome 
in  1752.  He  returned  to  Paris  in  176 1.  "In  Fragonard  Boucher 
found  his  true  heir,"  writes  Lady  Dilke.  "  The?  style  of  Court 
fashions  and  customs,  highly  artificial  even  in  the  affectation  of 
nature  and  simplicity,  the  temper  of  society,  purely  sensual  in 
spite  of  pretensions  to  sentiment,  gave  birth  to  innumerable  fictions 
which  took  their  place  in  the  commerce  of  ordinary  life.  Eternal 
youth,  perpetual  pleasure,  and  all  the  wanton  graces,  their  insincere 
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airs  masked  by  a  voluptuous  charm,  came  into  seeming — a  bright 
deceitful  vision  which  cheated  and  allured  all  eyes.  .  .  .  The  hours 
float  by  in  waves  of  laughter,  and  the  scent  of  flowers  which  breathe 
of  endless  summer  fills  the  air.  Existence  in  the  gardens  of  Frago- 
nard  is  pleasure  ;  its  penalties  and  pains  are  ignored  just  as  sickness 
and  sorrow  were  then  ignored  in  actual  life."

It  would  never  have  led  to  the  gorgeous  results  achieved 
by  Sir  Joshua  through  his  study  of  the  great  Italians,  and  by  Gains- 
borough through  native  genius.  But  it  was  undeniably  sound,  and 
in  competent  hands  such  as  those  of  Hogarth  and  Morland  it  lent 
itself  to  the  production  of  things  in  which  the  aesthetic  sense  can 
find  plenty  of  satisfaction  "  :  (Sir  Walter  Armstrong.)  "  Even 
Reynolds  and  Gainsborough,  colourists  often  of  an  inexpressible 
loveliness,  tenderness,  and  charm,  were  fumblers  in  their  method 
as  compared  with  Hogarth.  .  .  .  Without  a  school,  and  without 
a  precedent  (for  he  is  no  imitator  of  the  Dutchmen),  he  has  found 
a  way  of  expressing  what  he  sees  with  the  clearest  simplicity, 
richness,  and  directness "  :  (Sidney  Colvin.)  "  But  it  is  neither 
by  his  achievements  as  an  engraver  nor  by  his  merits  as  a  painter 
that  he  retains  his  unique  position  among  English  artists.  It  is 
as  a  pictorial  chronicler  of  life  and  manners,  as  a  satirist  and  humorist 
upon  canvas,  that  he  makes  his  personal  claim  upon  posterity. 
His  skill  in  seizing  upon  the  ridiculous  and  the  fantastic  was  only 
equalled  by  his  power  of  rendering  the  tragic  and  the  terrible. 
And  it  was  not  only  given  to  him  to  see  unerringly  and  to  select 
unfalteringly,  but  to  this  was  added  a  rare  and  special  faculty  for 
narrative  by  action  "  :  (Austin  Dobson.)

Sir  Joshua  REYNOLDS,  P.R.A.  (i 723-1 792),  born  in  Devonshure, 
the  son  of  a  parson.  In  1741  he  went  to  London  and  studied  under 
Hudson.  In  1750  he  was  in  Rome,  where  he  received  his  first 
impressions  of  the  art  of  Michael  Angelo.  Correggio  also  influenced 
him,  but  more  particularly  the  Venetians.  After  two  years  in 
Rome  the  master  visited  the  chief  cities  of  Italy  before  returning 
to  England  and  establishing  himself  as  a  portrait-painter.  At 
first  disdained  by  fellow-artists,  his  skill  commended  itself  to 
the  fashionable  society  of  his  time,  and  although  he  had  many 
rivals  during  the  remainder  of  his  life  (Opie,  Gainsborough,  and 
Romney,  amongst  others),  his  prosperity  never  appreciably  declined. 
In  1768  he  was  elected  first  president  of  the  Royal  Academy. 
"  Nearly  every  word  that  Reynolds  wrote  was  contrary  to  his  own 
practice  ;  he  seems  to  have  been  born  to  teach  all  error  by  his 
precept,  and  all  excellence  by  his  example.  .  .  .  The  work  of  other 
great  men  is  hidden  in  its  wonderfulness — you  cannot  see  how  it  is 
done.  But  in  Sir  Joshua's  there  is  no  mystery  ;  it  is  all  amaze- 
ment. No  question  but  that  the  touch  was  so  laid  ;  only  that  it 
could  have  been  so  laid,  is  a  marvel  for  ever.     So  also  there  is  no 
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painting  so  majestic  in  sweetness.  He  is  lily-sceptred  ;  his  power 
blossoms,  but  burdens  not.  All  other  men  of  equal  dignity  paint 
more  slowly  ;  all  others  of  equal  force  paint  less  lightly.  Tintoret 
lays  his  line  like  a  king  marking  the  boundaries  of  conquered  lands  ; 
but  Sir  Joshua  leaves  it  as  a  summer  wind  its  trace  on  a  lake  ;  he 
could  have  painted  on  a  silken  veil,  where  it  fell  free,  and  not  bent 
it  "  ;  (Ruskin.)

Joseph  Mallord  William  TURNER  (1775-1851),  the  son  of  a  barber. 
He  became  a  student  of  the  Royal  Academy  in  1789  an  Associate 
ten  years  later,  and  an  Academician  in  1802.  "  If  no  other  landscape 
painter  has  equalled  or  approached  Turner's  abundance,  so  no  one 
else  has  said  so  many  things  about  external  Nature.  He  understood 
our  world — this  ball  of  Earth — as  Shakespeare  understood  his 
fellow-creatures.  He  was  no  more  a  geologist  than  Shakespeare 
was  a  biologist,  but  he  had  an  instinctive  comprehension  of  the  way 
things  behaved  under  the  stress  of  rain,  wind,  sunshine.  His  eye 
was  keen  for  those  details  of  Nature's  physiognomy  which  do  the 
work  of  man's  features  in  bearing  witness  to  the  past  ;  he  never 
missed  their  evidence  to  the  changes  through  which  things  visible 
have  crept  into  their  existing  shape,  so  that  in  Ruskin's  phrase, 
he  could  with  one  dusty  roll  of  his  brush  tell  more  truth  than  lesser 
people  with  years  of  niggling.  In  such  matters  the  gap  between 
himself  and  his  nearest  rival  is  unbridgable.  ...  In  short,  if 
Ruskin's  theory  of  art  be  well  founded.  Turner  must  be  accepted 
as  the  greatest  of  all  artists.  He  spent  his  days  in  a  more  strenuous 
endeavour  to  grasp  Nature,  outside  man,  at  once  synthetically  and 
analytically,  than  was  ever  made  before,  with  the  result  that  his 
legacy  of  natural  description  is  without  any  sort  of  rival  in  its  wealth 
of  commentary,  explanation,  and  illustration,  of  what  a  man  may 
see  between  his  cradle  and  his  grave."  (Sir  Walter  Armstrong.) 
His  mind  "  as  nearly  as  possible  a  combination  of  the  minds  of 
Keats  and  Dante,  joining  capricious  waywardness  and  intense 
openness  to  every  fine  pleasure  of  sense  ;  and  hot  defiance  of  formal 
precedence,  with  a  quite  infinite  tenderness,  generosity,  and  desire 
of  justice  and  truth "  (Ruskin).

John  CONSTABLE,  R.A.  (i 776-1 837),  born  at  East  Bergholt  in 
Suffolk,  entered  the  schools  of  the  Royal  Academy  in  1799,  and 
exhibited  for  the  first  time  at  the  Academy  in  1802.  "  John  Con- 
stable has  been  often  and  truly  called  the  *  Father  of  Modern  Im- 
pressionism.' His  first  desire  was  to  reproduce  God's  light  in  his 
work,  and  to  give  a  true  and  full  impression  of  nature  both  in  colour 
and  chiaroscuro.  The  success  with  which  he  attained  these  objects 
amply  justifies  the  claim  he  has  to  the  distinction.  His  art,  as  a 
consequence,  has  had  the  widest  and  most  lasting  influence  both  at 
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home  and  abroad.  ...  I  do  not  forget  that  all  great  landscape- 
painters  have  been,  by  the  very  nature  of  their  subject,  impressionists. 
Turner  was  especially  an  impressionist ;  but  although  Turner  is 
accepted  as  the  greatest  master  of  landscape-painting,  and  his  work 
has  not  been  without  very  great  influence,  Constable's  robust  and 
massive  manner  has  affected  the  modern  schools  more  universally"  :

Dante  Gabriel  ROSSETTI  (1828-1882),  born  in  London  of  Italian 
parentage,  spent  a  short  time  in  the  Academy  schools,  and  then 
with  Ford  Madox  Brown.  With  Millais,  Holman  Hunt,  and 
Woolner  he  founded  the  Pre-Raphaelite  Brotherhood,  which  also 
included  F.  G.  Stephens,  W.  M.  Rossetti,  and  James  Collinson. 
The  aim  of  the  Brotherhood  was  to  "  paint  Nature  as  it  was  around 
them,  with  the  help  of  modern  science."  Mr.  W.  M.  Rossetti,  the 
historian  of  the  Brotherhood,  writes  :  "  As  it  turned  out,  the  early 
phases  of  the  movement  did  not  repeat  themselves  on  a  more 
extended  scale.  Partly,  no  doubt,  through  the  modification  of 
style  of  the  most  popular  pre-Raphaelite,  Millais,  and  partly  through 
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the  influx  of  new  determining  conditions,  especially  the  effect  of 
foreign  schools  and  of  Leighton's  style,  Pre-Raphaelitism  flagged 
in  its  influence  towards  the  production  of  what  are  distinctively 
termed  pre-Raphaelite  pictures  just  at  the  time  when  it  had  virtually 
won  the  day.     But  the  movement  had  broken  up  the  pre-existing 
state  of  things,  and  the  principles  and  practices  which  it  introduced 
took  strong  root,  and  germinated  in  forms  not  altogether  expected. 
Pre-Raphaelitism  aimed  at  suppressing  such  styles  of  painting  as 
were  exemplified  by  Messrs.  Elmore,  Goodall,  and  Stone  at  the  time 
of  its  starting  ;    and  it  did  suppress  them."     "  Rossetti,"   wrote 
Ruskin,  "  was  the  chief  intellectual  force  in  the  establishment  of 
the  modern  romantic  school  in  England."

Sir  John  Everett  MILLAIS,  P.R.A.  (1829-1896),  born  at  Southamp- 
ton of  a  Jersey  family,  studied  in  the  Academy  Schools.  One  of 
the  members  of  the  Pre-Raphaelite  Brotherhood,  he  did  not  modify 
his  manner  until  about  1859,  and  ten  years  later  marks  the  tran- 
sition of  his  art  "  into  its  final  phase,  displaying  brilliant  and  effec- 
tive colouring,  effortless  power  of  brushwork,  and  delicacy  of  flesh- 
painting."  Created  a  baronet  in  1885,  he  succeeded  Leighton  as 
President  of  the  Royal  Academy,  February  1896,  but  died  in  the 
following  August  and  was  buried  at  St.  Paul's.  He  excelled  in 
every  branch  of  painting.  "  A  great  jolly  Englishman,  unaffected 
as  a  schoolboy,  and  as  unconscious  as  a  man  of  genius.  ...  In 
Leighton's  case  it  is  hard  to  foretell  the  verdict  of  the  future — 
whether  his  artistic  place  will  be  higher  or  lower  than  we  are  now 
disposed  to  fix  it.  In  Millais's.  I  think,  there  need  be  little  doubt ; 
for  when,  in  time  to  come,  men  of  a  future  generation  stand  in  the 
cathedral  of  St.  Paul's  beside  these  two  lifelong  friends  whose  graves 
are  head  to  foot,  they  will  point  to  them,  the  one  as  the  greatest 
President,  the  other  as  the  greatest  painter,  with  whom  Britain 
has  been  endowed  since  their  mighty  neighbour  and  predecessor — 
the  master  of  them  both.  Sir  Joshua  Reynolds — lived  and  worked 
and  died  "  (M.  H.  Spielman).

Frederic,  Lord  LEIGHTON  (i 830-1 896),  bom  at  Scarborough,  and 
until  the  age  of  thirty  spent  most  of  his  life  on  the  Continent.  In 
1840  he  was  learning  drawing  at  Rome,  and  afterwards  worked  in 
Dresden,  Berlin,  Frankfort,  and  Florence.  In  1848  he  was  painting 
in  Brussels,  and  the  following  year  in  Paris.  He  then  returned  to 
Frankfort.  His  training  was  chiefly  German,  and  he  was  influenced 
by  the  methods  of  Cornelius  and  Overbeck,  as  well  as  the  Italian 
masters.  He  was  elected  an  Academician  in  1868,  and  succeeded 
Sir  Francis  Grant  as  President  in  1878.  Made  a  baronet  in  1886 
he  was  created  a  peer  a  few  days  before  his  death.  "  Leighton 
solved  certain  problems  which  appeared  insoluble.  For  instance, 
he  combined  a  life  at  high  pressure  with  the  most  exquisite  polite- 
ness— truth  with  poetry,  an  iron  will  with  the  tenderness  of  a 
mother's  heart,  high  aims  with  a  practical  life  and  with  the  worship 
of  beauty,  the  ardour  of  which  was  only  equalled  by  its  purity  " 
(Professor  G.  Costa).  M.  Robert  de  la  Sizeranne,  the  French  critic, 
writes  :  "  His  subjects  are  those  which  elevate  thought  towards 
the  summits  of  life,  so  that  one  cannot  recall  a  feature  or  a  limb 
without  remembering  some  high  evangelistic  lesson,  or  at  least 
some  great  social  need.  And  these  subjects  are  executed  in  a  style 
more  sober  than  Overbeck,  much  more  virile  than  Bouguereau.  .  .  . 
The  grandeur  of  human  communion,  the  nobility  of  peace — these 
themes  have  best  and  most  often  inspired  him.  And  he  has  not 
found  them  in  France,  or  anywhere  else,  for  they  are  truly  English 
ideas."

Sir  Edward  BURNE-JONES  (1833-1898),  born  at  Birmingham  of  a 
Welsh  family.  He  went  to  Oxford  in  1853,  made  the  acquaintance 
of  William  Morris,  and  whilst  preparing  for  the  Church  studied  the 
Italian  paintings  in  the  University  Gallery.  In  1856  he  met  Rossetti, 
determined  to  become  an  artist,  and  (in  his  own  words)  "  found 
himself  at  five-and-twenty  what  he  ought  to  have  been  at  fifteen." 
He  explained  his  aims  in  the  following  words  :  "I  mean  by  a  picture 
a  beautiful,  romantic  dream  of  something  that  never  was,  never 
will  be — in  a  light  better  than  any  light  that  ever  shone,  in  a  land 
no  one  can  define  or  remember,  only  desire,  and  the  forms  divinely 
beautiful — and  then  I  wake  up,  with  the  waking  of  Brynhild."  A 
designer  with  great  fertility  of  invention,  a  tremendous  worker 
with  an  imagination  of  the  highest  poetic  order,  Burne-Jones  was 
one  of  the  most  prominent  factors  in  the  wave  of  aestheticism  which 
passed  over  England  thirty  years  ago.  And  although  that  force 
appears  now  to  have  spent  itself,  it  must  be  admitted  that  it  has 
had  a  beneficent  effect  upon  the  national  art,  both  pictorial  and  in 
craftwork.
